THE TROUBLED ISLAND. 


The Negro I nsurrection—A Lost Vessel 
—Hay ti Quiet. 

Havanna, October 14.—The French steam- 
er from St. Thomas, October 5th, has arrived, 
bringing further particulars of the insur- 
rection in Santa Craz. .The insurrection 
broke out in the west end of the island. 
where three-fourths of the town were burn- 
ed and pillaged. The insurgents then tra- 
versed the island towards Bassin, but the 
arrival of forces from St. Thomas saved 
part of the island. Sixty-seven sugar estates 
were burned, and only nine estates of value 
remain. The principal beaders of the in- 
surrection have been caught and are now 
undergoing trial. . There are about eight 
hundred insurgents still scattered about the 
country. The insurgents are all negroes. 
T cause of the insurrection was short 
payments of wages and the refusal of the 
authorities to give ports to the negrvex. 
Santa Cruz was already on rapidly, 
and the island, therefore, is totally ruined. 
The merchants of St. Thomas lust heavily 
by the insurrection.

have been unable to find any law author- 
izing him, as attorney-general, to set aside 
his regular appointment and charge the 
state for services that belonged i kara 
right, as outside attorneys did under special 
employment. I have found, however, the 
following remarkable statement made upon 
the floor of the convention in the presence 
of Colonel Hammond, by Hon. Mr. Willis, 
of Talbot: 

‘Instead of this officer representing the 
state in litigation, the records show, as I am 
informed, that sinee the establishment of 
such an office we have had w pay $62,000 for 
attorney's fees.”’ 

I understand that a large proportion of 
this enormous sum was paid out for attor- 
neys called to the assistance of Col, Ham- 
mond and to save the interests of the state. 
How much of it was paid, over his legal sal- 
ary, to Col. Hammond Lhave not the re- 
cords at hand to say. 

Judge Wright, of Rome, upon the same 
floor and in the same presence, said: 

“IT had no conception, until I heard it read 
out here yesterday, of the enormous expen- 
ditures which had been made by the state 
under color of that office. Ido not want to 
be understood as saying that anything 
wrong was done, but there has been a 
mighty leak through this office, which 
ought to be stopped some way or ether, — It 
is a little rat-hole through which'a good 
deal has gone out of the treasury; more tlian 
I think ought to go.” 

Judge Wright is a people’s man and 
knows a rat-hole when he sees it in their 
treasury, and appreciates the stomaching 
powers of the rat that goes in antl out of it. 

I desire further to call attention to section 
1648 of the revised code of Georgia, in which 
appears the following sentence under the 
head of fees of attorney general: 

‘ For suits for collection of money on ac- 
count of the state, out of the cireuit in 
which he resides, when litigated, ingen 
cent. of the amount collected, and fifty 
dollars if not collected; if not litigated. 
fees of solicitor general.” 

The tax cases were in Fulton superior 
court, in this circuit, and the attorney gen- 
eral was entitled to no fees for the collection 
of the money; but, by his own confession, 
he pocketed out of the amount the sum of 
$2,700 or $3,000. The process by which thix 
money was retained in the pocket of Col. 
Hammond is to be investigated. If it 
helongs to him of right, his 
session of it can be explained to the satix 
faction of an inquiring people; if it does 
not belong to him, in the language of Gea. 
Toombs, it must be “poured back in the 
jug.”
